Three times 
they miss the point. 

“Clirist’s words are .sober¬ 
ing. The disciples arc- frivo- 
lo'us and petty. We can see 
our own faces in the group 
and hear o.ur own vices i.n 
the .squabbles. 

‘The fir.st word from Jc.sus 
about His death comes at 
I Cae.sauea Philippi. Peter has 
just made hi.s great confes¬ 
sion that Je.si.is is the Christ, 
the Son of (ho Living God. 

“Now Jesu.s tell.s him and 
th e otlier eleven that Ho 
must suffer, die and be- 
rai.sed to life again. Peter 
reacts by sayi.ng it musn’t 
happen. Jesus rebukes him 
with the words, ‘Your 
Ihought.s are men’s thcAigtits, 
not God.’ 

Jesus concludes the event 
by calling His disciples, the 
twelve and ,us, to take up 
their cross and follow Him. 

‘The second word about 
.Tesus’ death come.s in Gali¬ 
lee, nearer to Jerusalem. He 
repeats His warning that He 
must .suffer, die and rise 
again. The disciples don’t 
.understand. They end u,p 
shamefaced in Capernaum, 
because on the road they 
have been arguing amr^ng 
themselves abo'ut who i.s the 
most important of them all. 
Jesus uses a child to illus¬ 
trate thsit the leader really 
mnst be servmnt of the whole 
group. Gnid'’s loaders must 
have childlike simplicity, 
not worldly sophistication. 

“Introducing the third 
word about Jes^us’ death is 
the incident of the Ricn 
Young Man who wants to 
follow Jesus, but can’t be¬ 
cause his wealth st.ands in 
the w,ay. .Tesus point.s up the 
incident by .saying that 
thase who follow Him will 
have all they need and 
more, but with persecutions. 

“Then comes the third 
word, on the road to .Tent- 
Salem, just outside .Icricho. 
This time Ho gets specific 
aboiut the state of His death 
condemnatif n, and betrayal 
by prie.sts and teachers, moc¬ 
kery, spitting, whipping and 
execution by Gentiles, a.nd' 
le.surrection. 

“James and John in reply 
ask for top .spots in the 
Kingdom of Christ they ex¬ 
pect shortly. When Jesus re¬ 
plies (hat He can’t give them 
what they want, the other 
disciples get angry in turn. 

Jesus sums up by pointing 
out aht His whole purpose 
is to be .servant, not to be 
.served.” 

,Rev. Anderson concludes 
with, “In this Easter season, 
we do well to learn this les¬ 
son. As we identify with our 
Lord in His suffering and 
death we will t.uly be His 
di.sci.ples. As we serve one 
another, we will develop 
Christlike leadership. When 
we become slave of all, then 
He puts us first. 

“Only Christ can redeem 
us. Only we can illustrate 
His redemption to our gen¬ 
eration.’'

Huff added that taxpayers 
who have not ye^ filed their 
ret'urns should be so prompt¬ 
ly. 'I’axpayers who fill out 
their tax returns early w'ill 
receive their refunds sooner. 
Huff said returns prepared 
hastily as the deadline ap¬ 
proaches, are more likely to 
contain errors than those 
filed' earlier. 

Taxpayers should verify 
their social security num¬ 
bers, make sure their W-2 
forms are attached to the 
lade of their return, sign 
Hie return and use the pre- 
addressed label, he said.

Q. — I am thinking of 
buying land in another .state 
as .in investment. Naturally, 
I want to he very careful to 
avoid the gyps I have heard 
about. 

I 'Understand that promo¬ 
ters are now required to tur- 
iiiah a property report to 
prospective buyers of out-of- 
state land. What should I 
look for in the property re¬ 
port? What would stop an 
unscrupulous agent from ly- 
iri.g in the report? 

A. —' The property report 
is required' under a federal 
law that went into effect in 
1969. It requires a develojrer 
tc file a .statement of re¬ 
cord with the oftice of Inter¬ 
state Land Sales Registra¬ 
tion of the Department of 
Ho-using and Urban Develqp- 
ment. 'The property report is 
e.xtracted from this state¬ 
ment of record. The deve¬ 
loper mu.st supply the report 
to prospective buyers in ad¬ 
vance of the sale.

Dear Editor: 

All of us concerned with 
ihe economy and environ¬ 
ment of Soifthern California 
realize that this area’s life¬ 
blood is water. Half the pop- 
.'.ilation of the state, repre¬ 
senting half of its assessed 
valuation, depends on water 
supplied by the Metropolitan 
Water District, a pu b 1 i o 
agency.
